Five Missing In 
Oil Platform Fire 


GALVESTON, Tex. <AP' - 
Aircraft and Coast Guard ves­ 
sels searched through the night 
for five men missing in an off­ 
shore oil platform explosion and 
fire in which four were known 
dead and 15 injured. 


A platform storage tank was 
ruptured, creating an oil slick 
and threatening contamination 
of Galveston Island beaches. 


Coast Guard Lt. R. E. Har­ 
rington said an explosion of un­ 
known origin Thursday on the 
platform, 12 miles from the 
coast, apparently set off the 
fire. Flames quickly spread to a 
repair boat floating underneath. 


Of 17 known survivors out of 
26 men in the boat or on the 
platform, only two escaped inju­ 
ry. Four of the injured were 
hospitalized. 


“The oil spill really is com­ 
paratively small but it is going 
to come in near Galveston,” 
Harrington said. 


A spokesman for Gov. Preston 
Smith said the slick was more 
than three miles long and a 
quarter-to a half-mile wide. 


Three oil wells about 3,500 
feet away are linked with the 
platform but a spokesman for 


Chambers & Kennedy Oil Co. in 
Houston, owners of the struc­ 
ture, said the wells had been 
closed off when a repair job got 
under way two weeks ago. 


“The only thing burning is 
some oil we had in five 1,000- 
barrel storage tanks and they 
were only about one-third full,” 
the spokesman said.

In the tug-of-war between forces seeking 
expansion and improvement of U. S. 2 and those 
who advocate a new route for an east-west suner- 
highway across the Upner Peninsula, we detect 
a subtle shifting of support toward the U. S. 2 
proposal. 


Not too long ago tlie only people talkinjr im 
the U. S. 2 route wei^e the members of the U. S. 2 
Improvement Council, headed by William Asse- 
lin of Norway. 


The council has been a persistent voice in 
the Upper Peninsula, Wisconsin, Lansinor and 
Washington, D. C., with onlv one avowed ob­ 
jective: Modernization of Michigan Highway 
U. S. 2. 


The council is composed of four voting 
members fi*om Dickinson, Delta, Gocrebic, Iron, 
Mackinac, Menominee and Schoolcraft counties.

The council presents a strong case for con­ 
centrating on improvement of the present route 
across the U. P. and there have been increasing 
indications recently that lawmj^Vers, hiierhway 
officials and Upper Peninsula VIPs are getting 
the message. 


Asselin and Comapny have hammered home 
their point repeatedly: Call a moratorium on 
suner highway buildincr until the Upper Penin­ 
sula gets the primary highway that is so badly 
needed. Expansion and improvement of U. S. 2 
on its nresent route will best serve the neonle 
of the Upper Peninsula who need it and depend 
on It in so many ways — workers, truckers, com- 
mutors, businessmen who use the highway con­ 
stantly in their daily emnloyment and leisure. 


Opponents have pointed out that a new 
east-west route across the central portion of the 
Upper Peninsula would be easier and cheaper to 
construct. Even if true that should not be a 
determininjr factor in the location of the high­ 
way. The industrial and economic lifeblood of 
the U. P. is tied to U. S. 2 through such cities 
as St. Ignace, Manistique. Gladstone, Escanaba.

fonfirressman Philip Ruppe, in a recent let­ 
ter to Upper Peninsula state legislators, ex­ 
pressed his concem about possible plans for an 
interstate highway through the U. P.: 


“In these times of tight budgeting, there is 
not sufficient money at either the state or fed­ 
eral level to build a high-speed, limited-access 
interstate highway and simultaneously ungrade 
our existing network of roads and highways. 
Thus we have a clear choice of whether we wish 
to put ‘our eggs in the interstate basket’ or 
whether we wish to use all available resources 
to improve present roads and develop existing 
highways into non-interestate multi-lane high­ 
ways that run through the population centers 
of the Upper Peninsula,” Ruppe said. lie listed 
U. S. 2, M 28 and U. S. 41 as key U. P. highways. 


“I hope,” Ruppe added, “that the action of 
the state legislature expressing intent to ex­ 
tend funds for an east-west interstate highway 
does not commit the State of Michi^ran to a 
position that in the long run may not l>e in the 
best interests of the Upper Peninsula.” 


In discussion of the U. P. hig-hway situa­ 
tion recently, Highway Director Henrik Staf- 
seth in Lansing said that highway planners set­ 
tle on routes that will serve, rather than strik­ 
ing out into the communities of an area un­ 
populated or economically slumping areas. 


That sounds like a stronsr recommendation 
for the present route of U. S. 2. 


And that’s where the Upper Peninsula ac­ 
tion is — not in the boondocks of the central 
portion of the region where some people propose 
building a new east-west route.

Arabian Socialism' 
Aided By Soviets

The Soviet May Day slogans, 
fts analyzed by Radio Liberty’s 
Christion Duevel, contain a most 
ominous note. It used to be that 
the slogans spoke of moving 
“under the banner of Marxism- 
Leninism, under the leadership 
of the Communist Party, for­ 
ward along the Leninist road to 
Communism.” They also hailed 
Communism as “the bright fu- 
tui*e of mankind.” But this last 
May 1 thei-e was a switch. The 
new slogans pay tribute to the 
“militant Marxist-Leninist van­ 
guard of the working class and 
of all toilers, 
the steadfast 
lighters against imperialism, for 
peace, democracy, national in­ 
dependence, and socialism." 


To the casual reader, the 
«ubstitution of the word “so­ 
cialism” for “Communism” may 
seem like a distinction without 
a difference. But Mr. Duevel, 
who has been a most trust­ 
worthy analyst and prophet 
over the yeai^s, doesn’t see it 
that way. He links the change 
to Moscow’s interest in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. Many of 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
friends 
abroad, he says, do not share 
tile goal of Communism, wheth­ 
er bright or not, with the Rus­ 
sians. In particular, the Arab 
world abhors Communism for 
local consumption; the Nasser- 
ites are all for “peace, demo­ 
cracy, national independence, 
and socialism,” but they don’t 
go beyond that. The sociali.sm 
they espouse is something call­ 
ed Arab socialism,” not the 
Marxist-Lenini.st variety.

Since the hearts 
and diamonds 
are 
of equal 
length, there is no good reason 
to depart from the usual pro­ 
cedure of first bidding the 
higher 
ranking 
of 
touching 
suits. 
Of course,, from 
the 
standpoint of Quality, the dia­ 
monds are markedly stronger, 
but it must be bome in mind 
that ultimate goal 
in 
most 
hands is to choose as trump 
the 
suit where there is the 
greatest numercial superiority, 
not necessarily the suit con­ 
taining the most high cards. 


The hand 
is playable

hearts if partner has any three 
of them. If you were to bid 
diamonds first and hearts sec­ 
ondarily, partner would be . un­ 
likely to raise you with three 
hearts, for he would think you 
had only a four-card suit.

Since you cannot 
open one no-trump with only 
14 points, and also cannot pass, 
you are obliged to manufac­ 
ture a suit bid — in this case, 
clubs.

5. One diamond. Here you

mond. 
It is certainly true your part­ 
ner will not know that the dia­ 
mond bid is based on as many 
as 19 points, but you intend to 
apprise him of this by jumping 
the bidding at the next oppor­ 
tunity.

al decision ... We should liqui­ 
date our engagement there and 
stop the war.” 


“People are wondei’ing and 
apprehensive” about the war, 
Fulbright said, “the young, the 
businessmen, the investors ... 
the country is coming apart at 
the seams.”

lions more from radiation after 
affects.

In the tusr-of-war between forces seeking 
expansion and improvement of ll. S. 2 and those 
who advocate a new route for an east-west suner- 
hipfhwav across the Upner Peninsula, we detect 
a subtle shifting: of support toward the U. S. 2 
proposal. 
Not too long: ajro the only people talking* un 
the lh S. 2 route were the members of the U. S. 2 
Improvement Council, headed by William Asse­ 
l f of Norway. 
The council has been a persistent voice in 
the Upper Peninsula, Wisconsin. Lansing and 
Washington, P. C., with onlv one avowed ob­ 
jective: Modernization of Michigan Highway 
U. S. 2. 
Tile council is composed of four voting 
members from Dickinson. Delta, Gogebic, Iron, 
Mackinac. Menominee and Schoolcraft counties. 
"Representing Dickinson are Tvar IL Anderson 
and Robert Anderson of Iron Mountain. Robert 
Paul of Norway and Robert Stevens of Kings­ 
ford. Iron representatives are Glen Evans and 
Lionel Sleeman of Iron River, Ed Forsman of 
Crvstal Falls and Victor Shenich of Caspian. 
Asselin is chairman of the council and Oswald 
Vispi, Kingsford, serves as secretary-treasurer.

The council presents a strong case for con­ 
centrating on improvement of the present route 
across the lh P. and there have been increasing 
indications recently that lawmakers, highway 
officials and Upper Peninsula VIPs are getting 
the message. 
Asselin and Comapny have hammered home 
their point repeatedly: Call a moratorium on 
super highway building until the lipper Penin­ 
sula gets the primary highway that is so badly 
needed. Expansion and improvement of IT. S. 2 
on its present route will best serve the people 
of the Upper Peninsula Who need it and depend 
on it in so many ways — workers, truckers, com- 
mutors. businessmen who use the highway con- 
stanflv in their daily employment and leisure. 
Opponents have pointed out that a new 
east-west route across the central portion of the 
Upper Peninsula would be easier and cheaper to 
construct. Even if true that should not be a 
determining factor in the location of the high­ 
way. The industrial and economic lifeblood of 
the U. P. is tied to U. S. 2 through such cities 
as St. Ignace. Manistique. Gladstone, Escanaba. 
Iron Mountain, Crystal Falls, Iroo River and 
Ironwood, and that’s the route the highway 
should follow.

Congressman Philip Rupne, in a recent let­ 
ter to Upper Peninsula state legislators, ex­ 
pressed his concern about possible plans for an 
interstate highway through the IT. P.: 
“In these times of tight budgeting, there is 
not sufficient money at either the state or fed­ 
eral level to build a high-speed, limited-access 
interstate highway and simultaneously upgrade 
our existing network of roads and highways. 
Tims we have a clear choice of whether we wish 
to put ‘our eggs in the interstate basket’ or 
whether we wish to use all available resources 
to improve present roads and develop existing 
highways into non-interestate multi-lane high­ 
ways that run through the population centers 
of the Upper Peninsula/* Ruppe said. He listed 
U. S. 2. M 28 and IT. S. 41 as key U. P. highways. 
“I hope,” Ruppe added, “that the action of 
the state legislature expressing intent to ex­ 
tend funds for an east-west interstate highway 
does not commit the State of Michigan to a 
position that in the long run may not l>e in the 
best interests of the Upper Peninsula.” 
In discussion of the U. P. highway situa­ 
tion recently, Highway Director Henrik Staf- 
seth in Lansing said that highway planners set­ 
tle on routes that will serve, rather than strik­ 
ing out into the communities of an area un­ 
populated or economically slumping areas. 
That sounds like a strong recommendation 
for the present route of U. S. 2. 
And that’s where the Upper Peninsula ac­ 
tion is — not in the boondocks of the central 
portion of the region where some people propose 
building a new east-west route.

Arabian Socialism' 
Aided By Soviets

The Soviet May Day slogan*, 
as analyzed by Radio L iberty’s 
Christion Duevel, contain a most 
ominous note. It used to be that 
the slogans spoke of moving 
“under the banner of M arxism - 
Leninism , under the leadership 
of the Communist Party, for­ 
ward along the Leninist road to 
Com m unism .” They also hailed 
Com m unism as “the bright fu­ 
tu re of m ankind.” But this last 
May I there was a switch. The 
new slogans pay tribute to the 
“ m ilitant M arxist-Leninist van­ 
guard of the working class and 
of 
all 
toilers, 
the 
steadfast 
fighters against imperialism, for 
peace, democracy, national in­ 
dependence, and socialism.” 
To the 
casual reader, the 
substitution of the word “so­ 
cialism ” for “Communism” may 
seem like a distinction w ithout 
a difference. But Mr. Duevel, 
who has been a most tru st­ 
w orthy 
analyst 
and 
prophet 
over the years, doesn’t see it 
that way. He links the change 
to 
Moscow’s 
interest 
in 
the 
A rab-Israeli conflict. Many of 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
friends 
abroad, he says, do not share 
the goal of Communism, w heth­ 
er bright or not, with the Rus­ 
sians. In particular, the Arab 
world abhors Communism for 
local consumption; the N asser- 
ites are all for “peace, dem o­ 
cracy, 
national 
independence, 
and socialism,” but they don’t 
go beyond that. The socialism 
they espouse is something call­ 
ed Arab 
socialism,” 
not the 
M arxist-Leninist variety.

Moscow’s willingness to adapt 
its slogans to the Arabs comes 
at a tim e when Soviet adven­ 
turism in the Middle East is 
beginning to remind more than 
one com m entator of Prem ier 
K hrushchev’s move into Cuba 
with 
long-distance 
missiles. 
Last week, at a dinner m eeting 
in H artford, Conn., an organi­ 
zation 
called Ye Connecticut 
Gun Guild presented a 
rare 
old 
K entucky 
m uzzle-loading 
rifle to the Israeli governm ent. 


The weapon, which might have 
commanded hundreds of dollars 
on the auction m arket, is des­ 
tined for the Israel Defense 
Forces M useum in Tel Aviv. 
The evening was predom in­ 
antly one of good fellowship, 
but when Colonel Uri Yarom, 
the Israeli A ssistant Air Force 
and Naval attache in W ashing­ 
ton, started speaking there was 
a somber hush in the hall. Tile 
Israeli air force, he said, has 
had to put all of Egypt off limits 
save for a narrow strip along 
the Suez Canal. The Soviets 
have covered Alexandria, Cairo 
and the Aswan Dam region w ith 
the redoubtable SAM-3 an ti­ 
aircraft missiles, which do not 
allow for surprise raids at any 
altitude, w hether high or low. 
And the SAM-3s are manned by 
expert Soviet crews, along with 
the Soviet MIGs now standing 
on Egyptian airfields ready to 
take off against Israeli planes 
should they threaten the SAM- 
3 sites in any way. 
This m eans that the A rab 
buildup against Israel can go 
unchecked. Israel has been de­ 
prived of the ability to make 
preventive w arfare: the condi­ 
tions that m ade swift victory in 
the six-day w ar possible in 1967 
are no longer there.

The preparation for a com­ 
bined Soviet-Egyptian operation 
against Israel may stop short of 
completion if the Soviet econo­ 
mic condition is a bad as one 


hears it is. Nevertheless, the 
Russian people are currently 
being “conditioned” for w ar in 
the Middle East. Pravda has 
taken to printing long back­ 
ground pieces about A rab-So­ 
viet 
friendship. 
The 
“many 
Egyptian young men and wo­ 
men (who) are studying in the 
Soviet Union” are hailed. “In 
the current year,” says Pravda, 
“six hundred young Arab spe­ 
cialists 
will 
complete 
higher 
education in the USSR, and at 
the same tim e one hundred and 
forty Arab scholars are to de­ 
fend dissertations for avanced 
degrees in our country.” 
More and more it is appear­ 
ing that President Nixon’s fail­ 
ure to send those Phantom Jets 
to Israel was a prim e boo-boo. 
The Soviets took Secretary of 
State 
William 
Rogers’ 
peace 
offering as a sign of indecision 
and weakness. Instead of pick­ 
ing up the Nixon-Rogers olive 
branch, Moscow proceeded to 
raise the num ber of its m ilitary 
men in Egypt from some 3,000 
to 10.000. O ur error in trying to 
placate the Soviets in the Mid­ 
dle East is all the more as­ 
tounding because Richard Nixon 
is a close student of Communist 
strategies, dating back to his 
connection w ith the H iss-Cham - 
bers case. He has been criticized 
for not listening to Rogers on 
the 
Cambodian 
strategy. 
It 
would have been more to the 
point if he had never listened 
to Rogers at all.

Since the hearts 
end diamonds 
are

length, there is no good reason 
to depart from the usual pro­ 
cedure

the 
standpoint of quality, the dia­ 
monds are m arkedly stronger, 
but it m ust be borne in mind 
that ultim ate 
goal 
in 
most 
hands is to choose as trum p 
the 
suit 
where 
there is the 
greatest num ercial superiority, 
not necessarily the suit con­ 
taining the most high cards.

hearts if partner has any three 
of them . If you were to bid 
diam onds first and hearts sec­ 
ondarily, partner would be un­ 
likely to raise you w ith three 
hearts, for he would think you 
had only a four-card suit.

Fulbright Says: 
Leave Indochina 
As Frenchmen Did 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright, D-Ark., chairm an 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said today the Unit­ 
ed States should get out of Indo­ 
china because the war in Viet­ 
nam and the militaiy engage­ 
ment in Cambodia is “creating 
a 
terrible 
disaster 
here 
at 
home.” 
“ We should remove ourselves 
just as the French did.” said

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 
S(Nnething old is going to be 
tried CO newborn babies at the 
University of California School 
of Medicine — the rocking chair. 


“The infant left alone for 
weeks in an incubator can be­ 
come socially retarded,” says 
Dr. Louis Gluck, professor ot 
pediatrics. The nurses will cud­ 
dle and rock babies during time 
spent out of the incubators. 


Gluck, who won national rec- 
igation f6r an infant - care pro­ 
gram at Yale-New Haven Medi­ 
cal Center, plans other innova­ 
tions for University Hospital. 


In a training class next fall, 
nurses and doctors from eight 
hospitals wUl meet weekly for 
two months to study the latest 
in infant care. 


Then the nurses wiU spend up 
to six weeks in the hospital’s in­ 
fant special care center, study­ 
ing how best to treat sick and 
premature newborns. 


The mortality rate of newborn 
Americans is *'dismal,** Gluck 
said in an interview Thursday. 


“Of every 1,000 babies bom in 
the United States today, 22 
won’t live to blow out the can­ 
dles on their first birthday 
cake,’* he said. 


The main problem, he said, is 
brain damage related directly 
to poor medical care during the 
critical first days of life. 


The special care unit, he said, 
“will have rocking diairs where 
babies will be held, fondled, pet­ 
ted and patted during feeding 
periods.”

Business-Like 
PO Plan OK'd 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Legis- 
lation intended to put the postal 
service on a more business-like 
basis, 
and 
largely 
divorced 
from politics, has won the ap­ 
proval of the Senate Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee. 


The Post Office Department 
would be replaced by an inde­ 
pendent U.S. Postal Service run 
by a board of governors, who 
would 
select the 
Postmaster 
General and have authority to 
issue up to $10 billicm in bonds 
for operating costs and capital 
improvements. 


Postal rates no longer would 
be set by Congress. Instead, 
they would be set by a 5-mem­ 
ber 
rate-making 
commission, 
subject to review by the Post­ 
master General and the board 
of governors. 


Also included in the reform 
measiu*e is am 8 per cent pay 
raise for postal workei's, but the 
committee took no action on 
President Nixon’s request for a 
$1.5 billion increase in postal 
rates. 


The only dissent came from 
Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, D- 
*Iex. Shortly before the commit­ 
tee acted yesterday, he predict­ 
ed enactment of tíie legislation 
would lead to “enormous in­ 
creases in postage rates and 
contimied cuts in service.”

Opening lead—^nine of hearts. 
Psychology has a great deal 
to do with the outcome of many 
hands. For example 
consider 
this deal from a team match 
where, at the first table, South 
got to three notrump and West 
led a heart. 


Declai'er realized that if he 
staked the outcome on a dia­ 
mond finesse, he would go down 
if it tumed out that East had 
the king. So, in order to give 
himself a l^etler chance for the 
contract, he decided to tackle 
spades first. 


Accordingly, he ducked Best’s 
jack of hearts at trick one and 
won the heart continuation with 
the ace. Then he played a spade 
to the king hoping to find East 
with the singleton queen, which 
would automatically have given 
him four spade tricks and the 
contract. 


However, East followed low 
and South continued with a low 
spade from dummy, this time 
hoping to find Eiast with the 
doubleton queen, in which case 
he would srtill be able to pro­ 
duce four spade tricks by next 
finessing the nine. 


Had East followed with the 
ten on the second spade lead. 
South would have been driven 
to stake his all on the diamond 
finesse, which would have suc­ 
ceeded as the cards happened 
to lie. 


But East — who realized what 


declarer was planning to do — 
followed with the queen on the 
second spade lead in an effort 
to sell South the idea that West 
had started with four spades to 
the ten. 


Declarer fell right into the 
trap. He went up with the ace, 
finessed the nine, and 
found 
himself going down two. 


At the second table, North- 
South bid and made six no- 
trump! Declarer won the heart 
lead, cashed five diamonds and 
three clubs, 
then threw East 
into the lead with a heart, forc­ 
ing him to lead away from the 
Q-10-5 of spades into dummy’s 
K-J-9.

LANSING — Parochiaid will 
pour $22 million into the non­ 
public schools of Michigan in 
full measure this fall after half 
a century of angry debate and 
court tests. 


It will be the state’s first no- 
strings-attached grant to the 
parochial schools which educate 
300.000 students. 


The money is locked into the 
stalled $1.22 billion school aid 
bill in the Senate and will go 
into effect if public K-12 edu­ 
cation gets any raise at all. 
Compromise Seen 
Legislative leaders made these 
predictions as they sidestepped 
the latest legal wrangle and 
moved toward a House - Senate 
compromise at approximately 
$970 million. 


“I think we’ll wrap it all up 
this week (June 1-6),” said 
House Speaker William A. Ryan. 


He made it clear the only ma­ 
jor issue left is the number of 
dollars, despite threatened law­ 
suits and pressure from public 
schoolmen to abandon any route 
that includes parochiaid. 


The legislative position was 
firmed up after 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Frank J. Kelley ruled that the 
Citizens 
Against 
Parochiaid 
(CAP) petitions to put the is­ 
sue on the November ballot 
were defective. 


220,000 Signatures 
He said the petitions, on which 
the CAP claimed it had collect­ 
ed 220,000 signatures, was not 
sufficiently understandable to 
the voter since it failed to clear­ 
ly show it was amending Arti­ 
cle III, Section 2 of the 1963 
state constitution which reads: 
“The legislature shall main­ 
tain and support a system of 
free public elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools as defined by 
law. Every school district shall 
provide for the education of its 
pupils without discrimination as 
to religion, creed, race, color or 
national origin.” 


Circulators On Job 
Kelley said the petition lan­ 
guage would place a restriction 
on 
legislative 
appropriations 
without removing religion as a 
discriminatory element in the 
section.” 


Dr. David Evans, a Methodist 
clergyman and executive di­ 
rector of CAP, said circulat­ 
ors would continue collecting 
signatures toward the required 
346.000 despite Kelley’s ruling. 
But even the clearance on the 


petition language 
the 
CAP 
claimed it got from the secre­ 
tary of state’s elections division 
was tainted. 


Elections Director Bernard 
Apol, his assistant James Chap­ 
man — both of whom were con­ 
sulted on the form of the peti­ 
tion — and Deputy Secretary of 
State William Hettiger, who said 
it was sound, all backed off af­ 
ter Kelley’s ruling. 


“Kelley is our lawyer,” said 
one spokesman. 


Deputy Atty. Gen. Leon S. 
Cohen said initiatory petitions 
are routinely cleared by the at­ 
torney general’s office. 


Intexrity Not Questioned 
“I bear full responsibility for 
error as well as success,’ ’said 
Mrs. Harriet Phillips, president 
of CAP, “I don’t question his 
(Kelley’s) integrity, but I do 
question his opinion, 


“He is not free from personal 
biases any more than I am.”

“As far as I’m concerned, our 
petition drive is a legal one.” 


Time Running Out 


Realistically, she and Erwin 
Ellmann, a Detroit lawyer rep­ 
resenting CAP, acknowledged 
that there is too little time to 
re-write the petition, circulate it 
and get enough signatures be­ 
fore the July 6 deadline. 


“I would honestly say it would 
be impossible . . .” said Mrs. 
Phillips. 


And Mrs. Phillips, once vice 
chairman of 
the 
Democratic 
State Central Committee and 
in 1962 manager of former Gov. 
John B. Swainson's unsuccess­ 
ful re-election bid, said she 
would work against 
Kelley’s 
nomination in the state conven­ 
tion. 


National Issue 


Despite CAP threats to go to 
the State Court of Appeals as 
a last resort, Ryan said the only 
three major legal decisions on 
parochiaid have been affirma­ 
tive, and would be precedents 
for any new try to ban public 
aid to nonpublic schools. 


Ryan said parochiaid has been 
a national issue since the 1800s 
when Catholic rectories 
were 
burned in Philadelphia and in 
Michigan since the 1920s. 


“It was to the prudential ad­ 
vantage of Catholics to remain 
silent during that period on this 
issue,” he said. 


Two Michigan-wide votes on 
proposals forcing all parochi­ 
al school children 
to 
attend 
public schools were defeated in 
the 1920s by 2 to 1 margins. 


Landmark Decision 


Oregon issued a landmark de­ 
cision in the same era on pa­ 
rochiaid, banning it, but it was 
overturned by the United States 
Supreme Court. The issue was 
the right of free choice by par­ 
ents to choose the kind of school 
their children attend.

Asselin and Comapny have hammered home 
their point repeatedly : Call a moratorium on 
super highway b uilding until the Upper Penin­ 
sula gets the primary highway that is so b adly 
needed. Expansion and impiT)vement of U. S. 2 
on its present route will b est serve the people 
of the Upper Peninsula who need it and depend 
on it in so many way s — woi’kers. truckers, com- 
mutors. b usinessmen who use the highway con- 
stantlv in their daily employ ment and leisure. 
Opponents have pointed out that a new 
east-west route across the central pmdion of the 
Upper Peninsula would l>e easier and cheaper to 
constnict. Even if true that should not b e a 
deteiTnining factor in the location of the high­ 
way . The industrial and economic lifeb lcx)d of 
the V. P. is tied to U. B. 2 through such cities 
as St. Ignace. Aîanîstiq ue. Gladstone, Escanab a. 
Iron i\Iountain, Ci-y stal Falls, Iron River and 
Tronwood. and thaCs the route the highway 
should follow.

Congressman Philin Rupne, in a recent let­ 
ter to Upper Peninsula state legislators, ex­ 
pressed his concern ab out possib le plans for an 
interstate highway through the U. P.: 
“In these times of tight b udgeting, there is 
not sufficient money at either the state or fed­ 
eral level to b uild a high-speed, limited-access 
interstate highway and simultaneously upgrade 
our existing network of roads and highway s. 
Thus we have a clear choice of whether we wish 
to put ‘our eggs in the interstate b asket* or 
whether we wish to use all availab le resources 
to improve present roads and develop existing 
highway s into non-intecestate multi-lane high­ 
way s that run through the population centers 
of the Upner Peninsula,’* Ruppe said. He listed 
U. S. 2, M 28 and U. S. 41 as key U. P. highway s. 
“T hope,” Ruppe added, “that the action of 
the state legislature expressing intent to ex­ 
tend funds for an east-west interstate highway 
does not commit the State of IMichigan to a 
position that in the long run may not l>e in tlie 
b est interests of the Upper Peninsula.” 
In discussion of the U. P. highway situa­ 
tion recently . Highway Director Henrik Staf- 
seth in Lansing said that highway planners set­ 
tle on routes that will serve, rather than strik­ 
ing out into the communities of an area un­ 
populated or economically slumping areas. 
That sounds like a strong recommendation 
for the present route of U. S. 2. 
And that’s where the Upper Peninsula ac­ 
tion is — not in the b oondocks of the central 
portion of the region where some people propose 
b uilding a new east-west route.

The Soviet May Day slogans, 
as analy zed b y Radio L ib eriy ’.s 
Christion Duevei, contain a most 
ominous note. It used to b e that 
the slogans spoke of moving 
“under the b anner of M ai'xism- 
Leninism , under the leadership 
of the Com m unist Party , for­ 
w ard along the Leninist road to 
Com m unism .” They also hailed 
Com m unism as “the b right fii- 
tui-e of m ankind.” But thus last 
May 1 there was a switch. The 
new slogans pay trib ute to the 
“ m ilitant M arxist-Leninist van­ 
guard of the working cla.ss and 
of

toilers, 
the 
steadfast 
fighters against im perialism , for 
peace, democracy , national in­ 
dependence, and socialism.” 
To the casual reader, the 
sub stitution of the word “so­ 
cialism ” for “Com m unism ” m ay 
seem like a distinction w ithout 
a difference. B ut Mr. Duevei, 
who has b een a most trust­ 
w orthy 
analy st 
and 
prophet 
over the y eare. doesn’t .see it 
that way . He links the change 
to 
Moscow’s 
interest 
in 
the 
A rab -Israeli conflict. Many of 
the 
Soviet 
U nion’s 
friend.s 
ab road, he say s, do not share 
the goal of Communism, w heth­ 
er b right or not, with the Rus­ 
sians. In particular, the Arab 
w orld ab hors Communism for 
local consum ption; the N asser- 
ites are all for “peace, dem o­ 
cracy , national 
independence, 
and socialism,” b ut they don’t 
go b ey ond that. The socialism 
they espouse is som ething call­ 
ed A rab socialism ,” 
not the 
M arxist-L eninist variety .

Moscow’s willingness to adapt 
its slogans to the A rab s comes 
at a tim e when Soviet adven­ 
turism in the Middle East is 
b eginning to rem ind more than 
one com m entator of Prem ier

mLssiles. 
L ast week, at a dinner m eeting 
in H artford, Conn.^ an organi­ 
zation 
called 
Ye Connecticut 
Gun Guild presented a I’are 
old 
K entucky 
muzzle-loading 
rifle to the Israeli governm ent. 


T he weapon, which m ight have 
com m anded hundreds of dollars 
on the auction m arket, is des­ 
tined for the Israel Defense 
Forces M useum in Tel Aviv. 
The evening was predom in­ 
antly one of good fellow’ship, 
b ut when Colonel Uri Yarom , 
the Israeli A ssistant Air Force 
and Naval attache in W ashing­ 
ton, started speaking there was 
a som b er hush in the hall. The 
Israeli air force, he said, has 
had to put all of Egy pt off limits 
save for a narrow strip along 
the Suez Canal. The Soviets 
have covered A lexandria, Cairo 
and the Aswan Dam region w ith 
the redoub tab le SAM-3 an ti­ 
aircraft missiles, which do not 
allow for surprise raids at any 
altitude, w hether high or low. 
And the SAM-3s are m anned b y 
expert Soviet crews, along w ith 
the Soviet MIGs now standing 
on Egy ptian airfields ready to 
take off against Israeli planes 
should they threaten the SAM- 
3 sites in any way .

The Soviets took Secretary of 
State 
W illiam 
Rogers’ 
peace 
offering as a sign of indecision 
and weakness. Instead of pick­ 
ing up the Nixon-Rogers olive 
b ranch, Moscow proceeded to 
raise the num b er of its m ilitary 
men in Egy pt from some 3,000 
to 10,000. O ur error in tiTiJig to 
placate the Soviets in the M id­ 
dle East is all the m ore as­ 
tounding b ecause Richard Nixon 
is a close student of Com m unist 
strategies, dating b ack to his 
connection w ith the H iss-C ham - 
b ers case. He has b een criticized 
for not listening to Rogers on 
the 
Cam b odian 
strategy .

On the first of June, I and 
others of m y trade w ill get a 
raise of 8%, whidh w ill am ount 
to 6% in take-hom e pay . Since 
oin ^ a st raise a y ear ago, I w ant 
to list a few necessary item s 
tha t have gone up in price as 
follows: 
P aper towels and toilet pap­ 
er from 41c to 47c — 14%, good 
grade pork chops, from 9 9 c to 
.81.19 a lb . — 20%. Canned 
m ilk in two y ^ears, from 3 can« 
for 49 c to 57c or 8% a y ear. 
This is an average raise of over 
14% on the ab ove nam ed item s. 
Today in the local sto-called 
super m arket, tomatoes w ere 
49 c per lb , and new potatoes 
w ere 10 lb s. for 1.09 . L ater on 
local farm ers m ust di^^ their 
potatoes, grade and wash them , 
package them and place them 
on t h e store sthelves w here 
they are sold for just doub le 
the price paid the farm er.
